The dullness of the cattle trade 
generally jeade mauy farmers to the 
conclusies that the present is a bad 
4imm to put emy money into cattle and 


in that conclusion they are entire'y 
wrong. Aside entirely frei any in- 
teres, that I may have in stimulating 
the castle business and the pure dred 
business in particular 1 Selieve that 
the present is an ideal time to pur- 
chese a good sire. My arguments in 
this respect are based upon three or 
four essenual conditions and 1 shall 
enumerate them as follows 

1.:Because the trade is Gulf at the 
present, we do not look fer the ruin 
of the cattle trade. We canmnet con- 
tinue farmime in thiss country with- 
out cattle, therefore we musi be pre- 
peared to ca‘ry on. 

2. There tas never been a time in 
the last five years when there was 
such @ decisive spread between good 
und poor cattle as there is ai the pre- 
sent time. Referring to the market 
columns of the last issue of your 
paper I find that good steers are still 
selling at a point where there ie 4 
chance of profit, but common cattls 
are stiling at a ruinous price There- 
fore we must ratee better osttie. 

3 Good bulls are cheaper than 
they hare been for years and in aon- 
sequence the initial outlay ts teas.

WITH PIT SILO 
AT ATHABASCA 


Pit Silo on Provincial Demonstra- 


tion Parm Filled with Sun- 


A pit silo was built on the Provin- 
cial demonstration farm at Athabasca 
thie fall aad filied with sunfowers 
and corn, as an experimerm fo deter- 
taine the merits of a pit silo for use in 
that part of the province. This is ove 
of the first silos to be tried out in this 
part of the country and in view of the 
amy of its cfstruction is at- 
traqufg a considerable attention from 
stockmen who are anticipating grow- 
ing enslage crops. 

The pit was dug eighteen feet wide, 
twenty five feet long and ten feet 
ceep. To prevent the sides from cav- 
ing in walls were built of hewn logs 
set on end and sunk into the ground 
eight or ten Inches felow the level of 
the pit bottom, and allowed to extend 
two feet abowe the ground. The top 
of the wall was leveled off by sawing 
off the tops of the logs t@ a uniform 
height and a heavy two ty six plank 
was spiked on top which makes the 
walls perfectiy solid. The corners of 
the pit instead of being aquure are 
rounded. Besides the labor of digging 
the pit and cutting the logs there was 
practicatiy no other outlay for build- 
ing the silo, and the simplicity of its 
construction makes !t possible for al- 


most any farmer to build a silo of 
thie type at @ comparatively smal! 


cost. 

While ths silo has not been tested 
out, silos of similar construction have 
been used successfully in Montana 
for several years. and Geo. Fietcher 
manager of the Demonstration farm 
believes that it should work out suc-
